LINDBERGH, THE UNSPOILED. 


As long as the world is lopsy turv y about Lindy Lindberg h 
there will be news to print and editorials to bo written. 
It is 
somewha t difficult for persons whose duty it is to comment 
upon ev ents to a djust their g lasses to this scene. 
We seemed to he perfectly a djusted to it when the flig ht 
and the landing took place. 
Our eyes had been fixed upon 
the ocean for a week beca use of the ill fate of the French 
fliers. 
The risk thereby had been established. 
We believ e 
we were estimating a little more closely the importance of 
the ev ent that Lindberg h himself, who soug ht letters from 
Teddy Roosev elt to friends in Paris, because he didn’t know 
a nybody ov er there. 
Yet, none in America wa s prepared; 
for the lionizing of the young man by Europe, 
W e had seen Genera l Grant, fa mous throug hout the world 
a s a military g enius, as an ex-president touring the ca pita ls 
of Europe. 
We had seen Colonel Roosev elt receiv ed by the 
royal courts. 
He wa s famed as the strenuous one, the pea ce­ 
ma ker between Russia and J a pa n, the president who show­ 
ed the United States na v y to the world. 
We had been Gen­ 
eral Pershing receiv ed in Europe at a critical period in its 
history. 
We had seen President Wilson g oing from nation 
to, nation personally to represent America in a fter-wa r coun­ 
sels. 
Yet, for none of these did the potentates and their peo­ 
ples riv al each other to do the honors as they ha v e in the 
case of Lindberg h. 
Such has been the riv alry that diploma ts 
ha v e a dv ised the withdra wa l of the young man. long before 
he has seen wha t he wa nted to see, beca use of the da ng er of 
complica tions a mong nations. 
It ha s been a ma tter of comment that days ela psed before 
the United States g ov ernment tendered a wa r v essel for use 
of the flier on his return. 
The president had done the eus-' 
toma ry thing in the first hours, but the ev ent g rew out of the 
ra ng e to which Wa shing ton had its g lasses a djusted, also. 
The flying ev ent wa s the beg inning , was the foundation, 
but it wa s not wholly responsible for the demonstrations. 
Da y by day the young ma n endea red himself to foreig n peo­ 
ples. 
He mea sured up to ev ery 
occasion and 
a chiev ed 
heig hts on earth as he a chiev es them in air. 
It wa s neces­ 
sary, then, for Wa shing ton to rea djust its g lasses, for all t In- 
people of this nation to readjust theirs. 
So easily it mig ht ha v e been otherwise. 
Different words 
or a different attitude in the beg inning quickly could hav e 
dwa rfed ev erything except the sheer material and scientific 
fa ct tha t a man a nd pla ne had trav eled from New York to 
Paris. 
Giv ing in time of distress is not an uncommon v irtue, so 
the turning back of the French a wa rd may not ha v e been so 
extraordinary, but who in a moment of deserv ed g lory would 
ha v e said, “ It is ea sier to fly to France from America than to 
fly to America from Fra nce.” 
Ev en returning the g ift of the French people required 
tact. 
In setting apart this g ift for the benefit of bereav ed 
fa milies of fliers, he said. “ I can not take these francs to 
America .” 
Giv ing a wa y one’s presents is ha za rdous busi­ 
ness. 
We remember when the people presented Admiral 
Dewey a mansion in Washing ton. 
He turned it ov er to his 
young wife and the people pouted. 
Most welcome words hav e come from Amba ssa dor Her­ 
rick, who lias been associated consta ntly with Lindberg h 
since he landed. 
“ His head not only is not in the least turn­ 
ed, but it nev er will be, wha tev er his successes,” said the 
a mba ssa dor. 
W ha t we need is more unspoilable heroes.

Flare Fails to Work 
I flew* northeast at about 2000 feet 
for thirty minutes then dropped down 
to six hundred feet.

merous breaks in the clouds this tint« 
and occasionally ground lights could 
b© seen from over 500 feet. 
I passed 
®vt r the lights of a small town and 
a few minutes later came to a fairly 
clear place, in the 
clouds.
